PROGRESS W IT H NRA. 
General J ohnson has announced that a large number 
of smaller industries will be stricken from his list, so far 
as formulation of codes is concerned. 
He say s some can 
be brought under other codes and the rest can operate 
under the president’s agreement, which was signalized 
by the blue raffle. 
That simply m eans that they are to 
he cased out with the least possible public attention, for 
there is widespread opinion ami assertion now that the 
blue eagle is a dead duck. 
Our opinion is that this declaration on the part of the 
k'fnera! is a mark o'' progress for the NRA. 
The more of 
.he small industries the NRA drops, the greater will be 
its progress. 
Its first great stride was made when the 
administration eliminated from the spread of the eagle's 
wings all business in cities under ‘25 00 population. 
That 
was when rebellion against the blue eagle was started 
in the farm sections. 
George N. Peck aptly described the gov ernm ent’s 
predicament in his last public address, made to a farm 
organization in Chicago when he said the gov ernment 
already had so much hay down that it might not get it 
up ahead of the rain. 
Of course, he was speaking figur­ 
ativ ely and without knowing what a long dry spell was 
at hand. 
The gov ernment got altogether too much hay down 
in the field of the NRA. 
The nearer it gets to first prin­ 
ciples and first intentions of the act 
that 
created 
the 
power, the better it will be for all of us. 
W hen so much 
power is giv en or is made possible for the president to 
a s ­ 
sume, it is difficult for officialdom to 
resist taking all of it. 
As we understand the early conception of the NRA. 
it was proposed that the industries that felt handicapped 
by anti-trust laws should he giv en immunity from such 
law, prov ided they submitted to regulation in another 
form. 
That regulation was to consist of self-gov ernment 
through formation of codes, which were to be approv ed 
by the president. 
Rig business thought it possible to get out from un 
der anti-trust laws, which hav e been chaffing them by 
that process. 
There is some merit to such a proposal, but 
only a childlike faith in the congress of the United States 
to do its bidding could hav e permitted it to think it could 
get aw ay with this legislation without congress hav ing 
a lot of ideas of its own. 
Happily , the congress limited the effectiv eness of 
the act to two y ears, although the president soon after 
obtaining the legislation as an emergency measure d e­ 
clared that it was to be made permanent. 
Perhaps tin 
business world can be so inex tricably tangled in the thing 
that it may become permanent. 
Rut instead of becom ­ 
ing more popular it is becoming less popular. 
Instead 
of showing its adaptation to all business, the administra 
tion is feeling the necessity of shaking off large parts of 
industry . 
Instead of being a great public benefactor, it 
is hav ing the effect of transferring orders from little b u s 
iness to big business.

Thi" n°t o n l y led to a wholesale milking of suckers 
in Wall Street; all too otten it subordinated the righG <> 
the genuine inv estor to the speed of the speculating of :i 
cial— to the inv estor's direct financial loss. 
If the commission is able to curb such activ ities, bus 
iness a* a whole will he in much better shape.
